London, April 7—Belfast is to have 


a great anti-home rule demonstration 
on Easter Tuesday, two days before 
the day set for the introduction of 
home rule bill in the Heuse of Com- 
mons, This time there will be no 
necessity of moving troops into’ the 
city as was the case when Winston 
Spencer Churchill first held his now 
historic meeting in the chief town of 
Ulster, 

An Irish member, to make sure that 
DHeifast would not again be put under 
practically what amounted tc martial 
law to enable a prominent politician 
to speak, made an inquiry on the 
question in the House of Commons 
the other day. The reply of Augus- 
tine Birrell, the Irish secretary, was 
that he thought the Netionalists could 
be depended upon net to interfere

‘The seat and centre of the demon- 
stration is Andrew Bonar Law, the 
leader of the Unionist party. While 
he will be speaking before the bill is

introduced in the Commons, the 
scope of the bill is now fair- 
ly will known. The bill itself 


will not be issued until after the prime 
minister has 4elivered his speech in 
introducing it. Strictly speaking, this 
introduction ‘sa formal application to 
the Heuse for leave to introduce and 
although the Commons never refuse 
this leave ,the Dill is not issued until 
this has been granted, 
150,000 Men Will Take Part. 

The demonstration in which 150,000 
men will take part will be held at 
the Royal Ulster Agricultural Society's 
grounds, 

Since the beginning of the year, 
meetings have been held all over Ul- 
ster to protest against home rule, and 
the meeting on April 9th will be a 
climax to the series. The men have 
been carefully drilled so that the par- 
ades and march past shall be pulled 
ct without any hitch. The main por- 
tion of the participants will be drawn 
from the Unionist clubs of Ireland 
and the Loyal Orange Order. The 
Unionist clubs organized to fight 
against Mr. Gladstone’s home rule bill 
of 1893, and a‘ter that gradually died 
home 


out. After the last election, 
rule having been placed as a D nk 
in the Liberal platform, the clubs 


were re-organized and there are now 
266 of them, 

‘The Loyal Orange Order is an older 
and more powerful organziation and 
is besides permanent. It is estim ated 
that one pergon in every 30 in Ulster 
is an Orangeman, while one in 14 of 
the Protestant inhabitants of the pro- 
vince belong to the order. 

The men ut the ship yards of Bel- 
fast, 50,000 in nvmber, will take part, 
Will Be Four Processions. 

There will Le four distinct proces- 
sions, two approaching the grounds 
from the city ,end two from the coun- 
tryside, In the grounds feur plat- 
forms will be erected ,the principal 
one being occupied by Mr, Law, Sir 
Edward Carson, Walter Long, and 
other leading Scottish and English 
members of pavliament, The four pro- 
cessions will ‘neet at the entrance to 
the grounds and enter the enclosure 
and march past sixteen men abreast. 

It is expected that it will take three 
hours for the precession to pass, At 
the conclusion of the speeches a re- 
solution expressing the sentiments of 
the gathering regarding home rule 
will be put, 

Other Mcetings To Be Held. 

In other parts of Ireland, Nation- 
alists will hold home rule meetings, 
not because ‘heir constituents need 
ccmversion but to keep up interest in 
the question. ‘There will also be a 
number of meetings in England, 
Wales and Scotland, It is rather in- 
teresting to note that the name “Glad- 
stone” agath appears among the list 
of Englishmen whe are trying to con- 
vert the masses cf England to govern 
themselves, 

Not long ago he spoke at a demon- 
stration in Trafalgar Square and he 
las also been eddressing meetings of 
werkingmen. Mr. Giedstone preaches 
that home rule is a working man's 
qavestion, According to his views, not 
only do the working men of Ireland 
siand tc benefit, but the working peo- 
ple of England stand to benefit by 
the economic system which home rule 
would give to Ireland,

INTENSE RELIEF 15 
NOW PREVAILING 


Decision of British Miners’ Federa- 
tion Brings to End Ruinovs Activi- 
ty—Ry End of Week it Is Expected 
Every Colliery to Be in Operation. 


London, April 6.—The decision of 
the Miners’ Federation this afternoon 
to order the men to resume work has 
brought relief to the whole country. 
The termination of the coal strike 
virtually amounts to raising a ruinous 
siege of the nation’s industries, which 
has inflicted financial loss by far larg- 
er than would have been caused by a 
war with a great power of similar 
duration. 

In Scotland the miners will return 
to the collieries on Monday, but as 
Monday ie a holiday in England and 
Wales the strikers there will not re- 
turn to the coal flelds until Tuesday, 
In many of the mines two or three 
days more will elapse before repairs 
can be completed. - By the end of the 
week, however, it is expected> that 
every colliery will be in full swing.

In the case of A, Angus Tobin vs, | 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, tried by | 
the Chief Justice with a jury, it was 
decided by the jury that Tobin, al 
conductor, sustained his injuries 
through the negligence of a fellow | 
employee, who, in trying to inspect 
he guage of a railway with a spread- 
| ing machine attached to one of the 
| company's construction trains, inad- 

vertently touched a valve and caused 
the wings of the machine to descend 
with great force, the plaintiff being 
struck by one of them and seriously 
injured. His left leg was broken 
rendering him a permanent cripple; 
| five teeth were knocked out, and a 
number of flesh wounds were inflict- 
ed, his injurie compelling him to re- 
sign from a tation in which his 
wages were stated to vary from $126 
to $250 per month. The jury award- 
ed him $12,000 and coats. 

Of a somewhat similar character, 
the suit of Max Gordon against the 
Canadian Northern Railway Com- 
| Jany, tried by Judge Brown and a 
! jury, engaged the attention of the 
| court at the same sitting. Gordon, a 

blacksmith, earning from $21 to $35 
per week, was temporarily hired at 
Star City by the conductor of one of 
the company’s freight trains to g0 
out and help to dig out a _ freight 
train, which had ‘been blocked by 
snow. When the job had been com- 
pleted, he was invited by the conduc- 
tor to enter the caboose to warm 
himself, and while there suffered 
serious burns and contusions, render- | 


his right hand practically useless, 
through a collision caused by the 
caboose having been run into by one of 
the company’s passenger trains. No 
difficulty was experienced ‘by the jury 
in finding tha s accident oceurred 
as a result of neglect on the part of | 
the crew of the passenger train, and
